Pact Headquarters 
At Fontainebleau 


Ab o Talk s With Rob b , 
Air Ch ief of Bru ssels 
S ection ; to Visit 
Cou n tries 


Fontainebleau, France, Jafi. 9 CP) 
—General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
military commander of the Atlan­ 
tic Pact Nations, arrived here to­ 
day to insp ect the headquarters of 
the Five-Power Brussels Pact De­ 
fense Alliance. 
After ^nesting French President 
Vincent Auriol In Paris early in the 
morning, Eisenhower made an un­ 
announced stop in Versailles to in­ 
sp ect his World War 2 headquar­ 
ters in the Hotel Trianon. 
Both Versailles and Fontaine­ 
bleau have been mentioned as p os­ 
sible sites for the five-star gen­ 
eral's headquarters as leader of 
the 12-nation army . 
At Fontainebleau Ik e got a half- 
hour briefing 
on air defense in 
western Europ e in a conference 
with Air Chief Marshal Sir James 
M. Robb, commander-in-chief of 
the Brussels group 's air section. 
Then he went for 
a tour of the 
headquarters and to lunch at the 
officer's mess. 
Grueather, Jaujard Present 
Also p resent at the meeting 
with Robb were Lieut. Gen. Alfred 
M. Gruenther, Eisenhower’s chief 
of staff, and French Adm. Robert 
Jaujard. Brussels Pact chief of 
naval defenses. 
Eisenhower Wbs to return to 
Orly Field, Paris, to enp lane (at 9 
a. m. E.S.T.) for Brussels, second 
stop on his tour of the Atlantic 
Pact p owers which will sup p ly his 
army . 
He p lans to go also to Holland. 
Denmark , Norway , Britain, Por­ 
tugal, Italy , West Germany and 
Luxembourg, before returning to 
Paris. Then he flies home by way 
of Iceland ana Canada to com­ 
p lete the circuit 
The general sp ent y esterday 
talk ing to military leaders of 
France, one of the 12 Atlantic 
Pact nations which are building 
an international defense wall 
against p ossible aggression by 
Russia. An authorized source said 
“all the p roblems of defending 
Europ e" were discussed. 
To Return to Franco 
Eisenhower said Sunday he 
would return in mid-February to 
set up his p ermanent headquar­ 
ters “somewhere near here.” 
Along with the military asp ects 
of the Atlantic army , western 
world officials have begun discus­ 
sions here on who will p ay for 
defense and how. 
Milton Katz, Marshall Plan 
ambassador to Europ e and chair­ 
man of the Atlantic Pact’s Fi­ 
nance Committee, conducted sev­ 
eral meetings here during the 
p ast two day s on financial mat­ 
ters connected with the Atlantic 
community ’s decision to arm it­ 
self.

(Effective as of January 8, It 
has been announced by Master 
Sergeant A. H. McGinnis of the 
recruiting office In the central 
p ost office here, there will be no 
more enlistments accep ted for 
the air force excep t, for those 
men with p rior air service or 
for thorn who have comp leted 
two. y ean of college. 
After a p eriod of two week s, 
the looal recruiting station will 
be allotted a new enlistment 
quota of one or two men a day , 
the sergeant said). 
The Air Force announced from 
Washington y esterday it will ra­ 
tion enlistments so that about 
1,000 volunteer recruits will be re­ 
ceived daily for indoctrination 
training at Lack land Air Force 
Base at San Antonio, Texas, the 
Associated Press rep orted. 
Will Handle More In Sp ring 
A sp ok esman said this limit may 
be raised when a second indoctrin­ 
ation center starts op erating early 
this sp ring at Samp son Air Force 
Base in New York . 
The oider established air force 
enlistment quotas for each of the 
six . army -air 
force 
recruiting 
areas. . 
The sp ok esman said volunteers 
with p revious air force service or 
with two or more y ears of college 
education will not be affected by 
the quotas. 
In New York city , Lt. Col. Wil­ 
liam A. Haviland, commander of 
army and air force recruiting in 
that area, announced y esterday 
that because of the Lack land jam, 
all air force enlistments in the 
New York -New Jersey area had 
been stop p ed until Jan. 19.

Albany , N. Y., Jan. 9 (JP)—Gov­ 
ernor Dewey ’s sweep ing war-regi- 
mentation p lan ran into sp read­ 
ing op p osition today and Dewey 
said martial law was the “unhap ­ 
p y ” alternative if atom bombs fell 
in the state. 
Criticism from different direc­ 
tions hit czar-lik e p owers the de­ 
fense emergency bill would give 
Dewey and a new civilian defense 
council over the lives and p rop erty 
of New York ’s 15,000,000 p eop le. 
Some up state newsp ap ers friend­ 
ly to Dewey termed his p lan “dic­ 
tatorship .” 
A Democratic legis­ 
lator from Brook ly n charged that 
Dewey was out-reaching Huey 
Long and the p lan would throw 
the U. S. Constitution into the 
“garbage can.” 
• 
The Legislature’s Democratic 
minority leadership remained non­ 
committal after hearing Dewey ’s 
p lea for bi-p artisan sup p ort of the 
final version of the bill to be voted 
on by the G.CXP.-controlled Legis­ 
lature. 
Req u est S u p p orted 
Two Rep ublican lawmak ers, who 
have differed sharp ly with Dewey 
in the p ast, sup p orted his request 
for broad emergency p owers to 
mobilize the state's manp ower and 
material resources to cop e with 
an atomic attack . 
In a sp ecial message to the Leg­ 
islature last night, Dewey him­ 
self termed the hill “rep ulsive" 
and said “I very much dislik e 
many of its p rovisions.” 
He told the legislators, however, 
“It is my duty to p resent to y ou 
the p roblems involved in p rotect­ 
ing the p eop le in the evefit of at­ 
tack and to mobilise in advance 
the mighty p otential of our state 
for our own p rotection.” 
“It is our somber task ," he add­ 
ed, “to adjust our laws to meet 
the 
extraordinary 
efforts 
and 
dangers of defense and y et to p ro­ 
tect until the last safe instant the 
freedom of action of every citi­ 
zen.” 
Dewey urged the Legislature to 
study the 13,000-word measure for 
at least 30 day s. 
TJnder Great Pressure’ 
He said the measure had been 
p rep ared “under great p ressure” 
ana should be acted on only after 
inclusion of “all revisions deemed 
ap p rop riate” by the Legislature. 
Cop ies of the bHl are being sent 
to may ors, county boards of sup er­ 
visors ana local civil defense di­ 
rectors for their “study and criti­ 
cism.” 
Desp ite Dewey 's indicated wil­ 
lingness to go along with revisions 
and to strik e out p owers “the Leg­ 
islature and the p eop le” dotvt 
want to grant him, the governor 
stood firmly In favor of the basic 
p rop osal for broad civilian-control­ 
led defense emergency p owers. 
“If no legislation is p rep ared in 
advance,” he said, “and a disaster 
....should occur, there would be 
no recourse to the governor excep t 
to declare martial law. This would

New York , Jan. 9 t/P)—A 
housep ainter confessed to Brook ­ 
ly n’s dime lock er torso slay ing 
early this morning, officials said, 
a few hours after detectives 
nabbed him try ing to flee his 
boarding house in p ajamas.

Police Commissioner Thomas 
F. Murp hy and District Attorney 
Miles F. McDonald announced 
the confession by Pasquale Dono­ 
frio, 38. 
McDonald said Donofrio ad­ 
mitted the slaving of Dorothy 
Martin, 47, of Saugerties, last 
Nov. 25. 
Her dismembered body was 
found stuffed into two suitcases 
last Dec. 4 in two lock ers in the 
Long Island railroad station. It 
was later identified as Miss Mar­ 
tin’s by her brother. 
W et Pa n ic-S tricken 
Authorities said Donofrio ad­ 
mitted slay ing Miss Martin dur­ 
ing a drink ing bout in their 
Brook ly n room on the* night of 
die "big storm” when gale winds 
of up to 100 miles an hour lashed 
the New York area. 
They quoted him as say ing 
that ’the woman became boister­ 
ous, then: 
“I p ut my arms around her 
neck . She fainted. I p ut a cold 
comp ress around her neck . Then 
I went to sleep .” 
In the morning, Donofrio was 
p inic-strick en when he discov­ 
ered the woman was dead. 
"I was drunk ,” p olice quoted 
him as say ing, "and I don’t k now 
why I dismembered her body . 
He was arraigned in Brook ly n 
felony court before Magistrate 
Benjamin Brenner. He was held 
without hail for a hearing Friday 
•her he said in an almost in­ 
audible voice that he wanted 
time to get a lawy er. 
Miss Martin, daughter of the 
Saugerties p ostmaster, had lived 
with Donofrio, here and in Al­ 
bany . 
The housep ainter was seized in 
a four-story rooming house (at 
409 Deal street), onlv a few 
block s from both Brook ly n p olice 
headquarters and the railroad 
terminal. 
Acting on an anony mous tip , 
12 detectives surrounded the 
house. Donofrio, who occup ied 
a main-fioor room, ap p arently 
heard them, and fied up stairs.

Presid en t S ays Nation Will 
Be Taxed ‘Un til It Hu rts’ 


Washington, Jan. 9 
CP)—Presi­ 
dent Truman said today the na­ 
tion must be taxed “until it hurts” 
to arm the free world against the 
menace of Communist aggression. 
Secretary of the Treasury Sny ­ 
der, it was learned, believes that 
desp ite widesp read recommenda­ 
tions for “p ay -as-y ou-go” financ­ 
ing, taxation steep enough to p ay 
out of hand for the huge re­ 
armament effort would rip the na­ 
tion’s economic fabric. 
Any hop e that sizeable new fed­ 
eral deficits could be avoided by 
increased taxes ap p eared to be 
fading as members of the new 
Congress sized up p robable outlay 
and came to a tentative conclu­ 
sion that the government will need 
somewhere in the region of $75,- 
000,000,000 in the coming fiscal 
y ear. That is $25,000,000,000 more 
than the record $50,000,000,000 
collections of this y ear. 
The President gave his warning 
that “it is necessary to tax until 
it hurts” In a conciliatory letter to 
Senator By rd (D-Va.), with whom 
Mr. Truman has jp ften clashed. 
The senator made the letter p ub­ 
lic today . 
The letter immediately aroused 
talk of a p ossible national retail 
sales tax, or other forms of tax a­ 
tion on all or most of the nation’s 
commerce. 
It was learned that Secretary 
Sny der told the armed forces “In­ 
dustrial college" here in 
a recent 
talk : 
“We must recognize that it Is 
imp ossible in fact to cover all the 
exp enditures of a fuli-aaale mili­ 


tary effort through taxation of 
current incomes • . . In a sy stem 
of free business enterp rise such 
as ours, there is no alternative in 
war financing other than a com­ 
bination of taxation and borrow- 


p on releasing Mr. Truman’s 
latter, By rd told newsmen: 
“I feel certain that, if the 
budget is balanced, Congress not 
only must cut all non-essfrtial 
government sp ending and increase 
the existing sources of revenue, 
but also must enter new fields of 
taxation—p robably such as a re­ 
tail sales or transactions tax.” 
By rd did not advocate any sp e­ 
cific tax p lan in giving his op inion 
of what might be necessary if the 
national budget hits $75,000,000,- 
000 to $80,000,000,000 a y ear. 
Mr. Truman told By rd he had 
alway s tried to mak e the revenues 
meet the exp enses of the govern­ 
ment, and added: Present condi­ 
tions are such now, however, that 
it is necessary to tax until it 
hurts.” 
He mentioned no sp ecific figure, 
but some members of Congress 
are guessing that he will ask for 
%bout $10,000,000,000 more in new 


Chairman George (D.-Ga.) of 
the Senate Finance Committee has 
said simp ly that taxes may be 
raised as much as $7,000,000,000. 
And Chairman Doughton (D.- 
N. C.) of the House Way s and 
Means Committee, commenting on

Washington, Jan. 9 (.P)—A ten­ 
tative agreement to begin con­ 
sideration of a new multi-billion 
dollar tax bill February 1 was 
reached today by Secretary of the 
Treasury Sny der and .congres­ 
sional managers of tax legisla­ 
tion. 
This new measure may raise 
taxes as much as $10,000,000,000 
a y ear. 
There were these other devel­ 
op ments on the tax front: 
1. President Truman 
w r ot e 
Senator By rd (D.-Va.) that “it is 
necessary to tax until it hurts,” 
to build up the free world mili­ 
tary might in the face of Com- 
itiunist aggression. 
2. Talk of a p ossible national 
retail sales tax began buzzing 
about Cap itol Hill. 
Sny der met with Chairman 
Doughton (D.-N.C.) of the House 
Way s and Means Committee and 
Chairman George (D.-Ga.) of the 
Senate Finance Committee to 
work out the time table for the 
third big tax boost since the Ko­ 
rean war commenced last June. 
Doughton later told newsmen 
that under the schedule tenta­ 
tively agreed to, the House Way s 
and Means Committee first will 
consider bills p roviding for re­ 
negotiation of defense contracts 
and for continuation of the re­ 
cip rocal trade law. 
These should be gotten out of 
the way quick ly , he said, and 
then the committee hop es to tak e 
up the k notty job of writing a 
“third installment” tax bill Feb­ 
ruary 1. 


University P r e s i d e n t 
Say s World Wak es 
Up to Perils of 
Communism 


New York , Jan. 9 CP)—Harold 
&tassen returned from a round- 
the-world trip today convinced 
that while there “are very real 
dangers of world war, the p ros­ 
p ects of world p eace are brighter 
than at any time in the p ast three 
y ears.” 
The p resident of the University 
of Pennsy lvania gave three p rinci­ 
p al reasons for his conclusions. 
First, he said, “the whole world 
is awak ening to the extreme evils 
of Communist imp erialism and 
that awak ening is one of the k ey 
things.” 
Counter-Revolution Looms 
Second, “Peop le every where, in­ 
cluding the Iron Curtain countries, 
want p eace and freedom and the 
Russian Kremlin faces a counter­ 
revolution, which will include the 
Red Army itself, if it begins an 
aggressive war.” 
Third, 
“America 
and 
other 
p eace-desiring nations are rearm­ 
ing and thereby filling the vacuum 
sp ots of weak ness all around the 
world.”

Camp bell said he ask ed Gehr if 
he had any idea who the p rowlers 
were, and Gehr rep lied that it 
might have been his wife and 
some men. 
About eight minutes later, the 
troop er said, he received a call 


from p rivate detectives who had 
accomp anied Mrs. Gehr to the 
cottage on a divorce raiding 
p arty . 
He said he went to the cottage, 
and found Mrs. Gehr’s body p rop ­ 
p ed against a chair on the front 
lawn. 
Gehr, a 39-y ear-old New York 
television director and Holly wood 
p hotograp her, 
has 
claimed 
he 
thought-it was burglars or “boy 
friends" of his wife ap p roaching 
the cottage.

Assembly Passes 
Rent Amendments 


Ch an ges Are Mad e to Aid 
Ten an ts Cau gh t 
in ‘Gap s’ 


Albany , N. Y., Jan. 9 
Stop ­ 
gap amendments to the state resi­ 
dential rent control law to p rotect 
about 100,000 tenants from p os­ 
sible retroactive increases was 
p assed by the Assembly today . 
The Senate adjourned without 
acting on the measures, which 
were drawn by the states’ tem­ 
p orary commission on rents. 
The changes were designed to 
cover tenants “caught” by the 
overlap p ing of or gap s between 
effective dates and retroactive 
dates of federal and local rent 
orders in relation to the state 
“freeze.” 
Assembly man D. Mallory Ste­ 
p hens, chairman of the rent com­ 
mission, said the amendments 
were drafted to “erase any p os­ 
sible doubt” as to the legislature's 
intent in enacting the state resi­ 
dential rent control law last 
sp ring. 
Criticism May Come 
The Democratic minority , ex­ 
p ected to go along with the 
amendments, ap p eared ready to 
use the occasion to criticize the 
Dewey administration’s 1950 resi­ 
dential rent control law. 
Another full-blown controversy 
may develop later this p ionth 
after the state rent commissioner, 
Josep h D. McGoldrick , submits a 
p lan for rent controls to become 
effective when the p resent freeze 
exp ires March 1. 
McGoldrick is rep orted p lanning 
to recommend a law that would 
authorize voluntary agreements 
between landlords and tenants for 
a 15 p er cent increase if a long­ 
term lease is signed. 
In addition, the p lan rep ortedly 
would p rovide a “fair return” 
formula for landlords to obtain 
rent increases if tenants refuse to 
sign voluntary agreements. 
Must Prove Losses 
Under the p resent sy stem, land­ 
lords must p rove they are losing 
money before they can obtain in­ 
creases.. 
The stop -gap amendments will 
be incorp orated in the rent con­ 
trol p rogram. They were designed 
to cover three ty p es of cases. Ste­ 
p hens said t)?e amendments made 
claer that it was the intent of the 
1950 legislature to: 
1. Release all adjustments in 
rent ordered by the federal hous­ 
ing exp editer after March 1, 1950 
—regardless of retroactive dates—

A spokesman said this limit may 
be raised when a second indoctrin 
ation center starts operating early 
this spring at Sampson Air Force 
Base in New York.

Request Supported 
Two Republican lawmakers, who 
have differed sharply with Dewey 
in the past, supported his request 
for broad emergency powers to 
mobilize the state's manpower and 
material resources to cope with 
an atomic attack. 
In a special message to the Leg* 
islature last night, Dewey him 
self termed the bill “repulsive" 
and said “I very much dislike 
many of its provisions." 
He told the legislators, however, 
“It is my duty to present to you 
the problems involved in protect 
ing the people in the event of at 
tack ana to mobilize in advance 
the mighty potential of our stat# 
for our own protection." 
“It is our somber task," he add­ 
ed, “to adjust our laws to meet 
the

Dewey urged the Legislature to 
study the 13,000-word measure for 
s t least 30 days.

Was Panic-Stricken 
Authorities said Donofrio ad­ 
mitted slaying Miss Martin dur­ 
ing a drinking bout in their 
Brooklyn room on the night of 
the “big storm** when gale winds 
of up to IOO miles an hour lashed 
the New York area. 
They quoted him as saying 
th a t’the woman became boister­ 
ous, then: 
"I put my arms around her 
neck. She fainted. I put a cold 
compress mound her neck. Then 
1 went to sleep.** 
In the morning, Donofrio was 
sanic-stricken when he discov­ 
ered the woman was dead. 
“I was drunk,** police quoted 
lim as saying, “and I don’t know 
why I dismembered her body. 
He was arraigned in Brooklyn 
atony court before Magistrate 
lenjamin Brenner. He was held 
without bail for a hearing Friday 
after he said in an almost in­ 
audible voice that he wanter 
time to get a lawyer.

President Says Nation Will 
Be Taxed ‘Until It Hurts’ 


Washington, Jan. 9 UPI—Presi­ 
dent Truman said today the na­ 
tion must be taxed “until it hurts" 
to arm the free world against tbs 
menace of Communist aggression. 
Secretary of the Treasury Sny 
der, it was learned, believes that 
despite widespread recommenda­ 
tions for “pay-as-you-go" financ­ 
ing, taxation steep enough to pay 
out of hand for the huge re­ 
armament effort would rip the na­ 
tion’s economic fabric. 
Any hope that sizeable new fed­ 
eral deficits could be avoided by 
ncreased taxes appeared to be 
l ading as members of the new 
Congress sized up probable outlay 
and came to a tentative conclu­ 
sion that the government will need 
somewhere in the region of $75,- 
000,000,000 in the coming fiscal 
year. That is $25,000,000,000 more 
than the record $50,000,000,000 
collections of this year. 
The President gave his warning 
that "it is necessary to tax until 
t hurts" in a conciliatory letter to 
Senator Byrd (D-Va.), with whom 
: dr. Truman has often clashed. 
' lie senator made the letter pub­ 
ic today. 
The letter immediately aroused 
talk of a possible national retail 
sales tax, or other forms of taxa­ 
tion on all or most of the nation's 
commerce. 
It was learned that Secretary 
Snyder told the armed forces “in­ 
dustrial college" here In a recent 
talk: 
“We must recognize that It Is 
impossible in fact to rover all the 
expenditures of a full-stale mill 


tary effort through taxation of 
current incomes . . . In a system 
of free business enterprise such 
as ours, there is no alternative in 
war financing other than a com­ 
bination of taxation and borrow­ 
ing." 
upon releasing Mr. Truman’s 
letter, Byrd told newsmen: 
“I feel certain that, if the 
budget is balanced. Congress not 
only must cut all non-essfrtial 
government spending and increase 
the existing sources of revenue, 
but also must enter new fields of 
taxation—probably such as a re­ 
tail sales or transactions tax." 
Byrd did not advocate any spe­ 
cific tax plan in giving his opinion 
of what might be necessary if the 
national budget hits $75,000,000,- 
OOO to $80,000,000,000 a year. 
Mr. Truman told Byrd he had 
always tried to make the revenues 
meet the expenses of the govern­ 
ment, and added: Present condi­ 
tions are such now, however, that 
it is necessary to tax until it 
hurts."

Ulster county farmers can ex- 
i p cct 1951 to be a reasonably 
p rofitable year for them. 
Costs will be up . 
Labor, ma­ 
terials and fsrm machinery will 
be scarce. 
On the other hand, demand for 
farm p roducts should increase be­ 
cause there will be more money 
in circulation and less civilian 
goods to sp end it on. Farm p rice 
will increase moderately. 
With good management, and as­ 
suming a normal crop season, the 
income 
situation 
for 
farmers 
should be favorable. 
T^iat sums up the farm outlook 
for 19 51, as examined in the light 
of the national emergency which 
faces this country, according to 
William H. Palmer and C. H. 
Padgham, Ulster county argicul- 
tural agent and assistant. 
During the month of December, 
Palmer and Padgham attended a 
series of outlook conferences at 
Cornell University, where county 
agents from all over the state met 
to study what lies ahead to t agri­ 
culture In this country. They were 
briefed on the national emergency 
and the imp ending shortages of 
farm labor and materials In the 
weeks and months ahead, as well 
as market demands and p rice 
trends. 
Returning, the two agents p re­ 
p ared rep orts on the local farm 
outlook, as it p robably will be af­ 
fected by the national develop ­ 
ment during this year. 
Advised to Buy Early 
The 
p resent 
national . emer­ 
gency finds Ulster county farms 
generally better equip p ed, but 
with less available manp ower than 
in 19 40, Palmer said. 
The p resent high p roduction 
costs, p rices and consumer in­ 
comes are exp ected to rise even 
further during 19 51, he said. Al­ 
though a drop is p robable at some 
time, the income situation for 
farmers "should be favorable." 
Ulster county farmers should 
p lan for the p ossibility of a long 
p eriod of emergency, the county 
agent said. Step p ed-up defense 
p rograms will draw heavily on 
materials such as steel, cop p er 
and aluminum. 
Efforts will be 
made to p rovide farmers with 
necessary items, but a tight sup ­ 
p ly or even shortages in some 
items farmers buy are likely for 
the year ahead. 
"It will p ay farmers to do their 
buying early in 19 51,” he said. 
Labor Is Scarce 
New York state’s farm outp ut 
for the p ast year was large, and 
most of the means for farming, 
excep t labor, are In good shap e 
for 19 51. 
Livestock numbers 
are 
the 
fourth largest in history., 
The nation's farms are better 
equip p ed for high p roduction than 
they were before World War 2. 
For examp le, Palmer p ointed out, 
there were 3.8 million tractors on 
farms in 19 50, comp ared to 1.5 
million in 19 40. The amount of 
farm 
p ower 
and 
machinery, 
measured in 19 35-39 dollars, is at 
a record level, and is more than 
50 p er cent larger than in 19 40. 
There is less manp ower on 
farms than a decade ago. Even 
with p resent equip ment, high 
farm p roduction p robably cannot 
keep up if large numbers of farm 
workers shift to industrial jobs or 
go into the armed forces, Palmer 
stated. 
Although defense sp ending has 
not actually been heavy yet, 
p rices are higher and business is 
more active. Part of this is in 
exp ectation of defense contracts 
still to be p laced. While only 
about six p er cent of the na­ 
tional income went for defense 
in 19 50, it is reasonable to exp ect 
that by the end of 19 51 as much 
as 15 to 20 p er cent may be 
shifted to non-civilian p roduction, 
the county agent said. 
"Obviously, 
this 
will 
mean 
greater cutbacks in those lines of 
civilian goods using metals and 
rubber," he said. 
Some farm machinery factories 
will be diverted to the p roduction 
of-war materials. New machinery 
and rep air p arts are likely to be 
scarce and high p riced. Second 
hand machinery p rices will p rob­ 
ably go up . 
Outlook for Ulster 
This year’s outlook on other 
items which affect Ulster county 
farmers: 
Labor: Industry and the« armed 
forces will bid for farm workers. 
Some industrial wages have in­ 
creased 
already. 
Consequently, 
farm wages will p robably go up 
and farm labor will be harder to 
get in 19 51. 
Gasoline and oil: Farmers are 
using more p etroleum fuels than 


ever before. Sup p lies are exp ected 
to be 'adequate for 1951 but dis­ 
tribution may be a p roblem. Prices 
are likely to continue to rise. 
Feed: Sup p lies'-of concentrates 
and hay p er animal unit arc near 
the record high. Rising p rices in 
other fields and increased costs in 
mixing and handling will cause 
feed p rices to strengthen, even 
with a large sup p ly. 
Fertilzer: Use of fertilizer has 
trip led since 19 35-39 . Prices have 
increased less than most things 
farmers buy. Total sup p lies will 
1th 
P- 
tillzer will still be a good buy in 
19 51. 
Seeds: Sup p lies of most seeds 
are adequate. Prices for 19 51 gen­ 
erally will be lower than those for 
19 50. 
Sp ray and dust materials: Raw 
materials for some sp rays and 
dusts are in short sup p ly and the 
p rices of some materials are ex­ 
p ected to rise. Growers may have 
to make substitutions in the kinds 
of materials used. Early buying 
will be Imp ortant this year. 
Containers: New wooden and 


p robably be adequate although 
local shortages may develop . Fer- 


p ap er containers may be. hard to 
Ret. Transp arent wrap p ings and 
urlap p robably will be In short 
sup p ly. 
Building material: 
Prices of 
most building materials increased 
substantially in 19 50. and may in­ 
crease futher in 19 51. The amount 
of material available for farm p ur­ 
p oses will dep end in p art on the 
amount of military and residential 
construction. 
Taxes and insurance: Taxes on 
farm real estate are at an all time 
high and are exp ected to go even 
higher. Increased building costs 
will make it necessary to carry 
more insurance. 
Social Security contributions: 
Beginning January 1. 19 51, farm­ 
ers hiring regular help p ay an 
amount equal to one and one-half 
p er cent of the worker’s wage to 
the Old Age and Survivors In­ 
surance p rogram. 
This p rogram 
p rovides benefits for the worker 
in his old age or for his survivors 
in case of his death. 
Dairy Farm Outlook 
Although both costs and p rices 
will rise in 19 51, efficient dairy­ 
men in Ulster county can exp ect 
reasonable returns, according to 
the rep ort made by C. H. Padg­ 
ham, assistant county agricultural 
agent. 
The general p rice level is ex­ 
p ected to move up ward. Padgham 
exp lained, but this time fluid milk 
p rices under the p resent market­ 
ing order will not lag behind as 
in the p ast. 
Feed sup p lies are adequate and 
large stocks of corn and wheat 
owned by the government under 
the p rice sup p ort p rogram should 
be a damp er on p rice increases in 
grain. .. 
"Consumers can exp ect con­ 
tinued 
high 
milk 
p roduction," 
Padgham said. 
"They p robably 
will increase their consump tion 
because of increased incomes and 
cutbacks in p roduction of some 
non-food items for civilian use.” 
Milk p roduction in New York 
state reached a new record of 
about 9 billion p ounds in 19 50, 
an increase of four p er cent over 
19 49 p roduction. 
The increase 
came in milk p er cow, as cow 
numbers were about the same.

number of cows may increase

Padgham said. 
The farm p rice of milk declined

Adjusted 
seasonally, it continued low until 
after mid-year in 19 50. It then 
rose sharp ly. 
Costs

They be­ 
gan to strengthen in 19 50 and 
will continue to rise during 19 51. 
The farm p rice of milk is ex­ 
p ected to rise as much as or more 
than costs, so dairying will be 
reasonably p rofitable in 19 51, as­ 
suming a normal crop season, ac­ 
cording to Padgham.

in 1950, it is reasonable to expect 
that by the end of 1951 as much 
as 15 to 20 per cent may be 
shifted to non-civilian production, 
the county agent said.

rubber,” he said. 
Some farm machinery factories 
will be diverted to the production 
of .war materials.

Outlook for Ulster 
This year’s outlook on other 
items which affect Ulster county 
farmers: 
Labor: Industry and the firmed 
forces will bid for farm workers.

During the holidays of Decem­ 
ber, 1950, a fellow went on a 
binge. He took $325 out ol his 
savings account and proceeded to 
spread cheer about. It was an 
unaccustomed act. However, this

was not a fanciful deed. He was 
moved to action by some legisla­ 
tion out of W ashington. 
He is only one of the 10,000,000 
additional persons who, on Janu­ 
ary I, 1951, became eligible for 
Federal Old Age and Survivor In­ 
surance. The provisions of this 
legislation caused w hatever con­ 
victions of economic self-reliance 
he had to seep right out through 
his system. 
W ith a laugh in his voice as he 
spoke, he rem arked to one of his 
convivial comrades: ‘‘the govern­ 
ment is going to take care of 
me now!” And he spent unwisely 
in a week w hat it had taken him 
a year to save. 
Now' I am not inferring that 
Social Security has an unsound j 
base.

FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT 
Various reports from Washington have 
indicated a large and rapid increase in 
civilian employment. The new agencies to 
deal with industrial mobilization, economic 
controls and such are being set up, and the 
Defense Department is expanding. All of 
this calls for pay roll additions. 
At the same time other government opera­ 
tions, not directly essential to the defense 
effort or to internal strength and stability, 
ought to be going through a process of reduc­ 
tion. The President has said that this should 
be done. Leaders in Congress have said so. 
Public opinion call for it. Under the strange 
ways of government, this unanimity of 
opinion does not mean that the thing is being 
done, nor necessarily that it will be done. 
Thus far little visible effort has been made 
to reduce the non-military expense of gov­ 
ernment. * 
A start, one very much to the pointjfcould 
be made by giving the J obs of new and ex­ 
panding government activities to present 
non-military employes instead of adding new 
ones. Admittedly it would not be practical 
to try to do this entirely, but it should be 
practical to do it substantially. This would 
help to hold down the government budget. 
It would reduce the government drain on 
available manpower. It would help to assure 
the people that the government really means 
its call for a concentration of effort on the 
task of defense preparation.

THE TREND TOWARD SOCIALISM 
I was recently shocked to discover a lad who 
believed in a restoration of what he called "laissez- 
faire capitalism." The term meant nothing to me, 
as such a form of capitalism has never existed and 
was. at most, a figment of the imagination. The 
means for earning money have in some measure 
always been controlled, to a greater or lesser de­ 
gree, and the right of investment and expenditure 
las been limited either by social pressure or gov­ 
ernment or religious interdicts. Taxes have always 
been a limiting factor. 
However, the very use of the term after three 
wars in one generation strikes me as being akin 
to those theologians who are still fighting the 17th 
century religious wars. Some things simply do not 
belong to the times. As a mater of fact, when we 
actually reach Mr. Truman's budget of $ 90,000,000,* 
000, we shall he reduced to nn Increasing socialism. 
I could not help noting In this connection two 
Interesting paragraphs, by Paul W. Dlckron, in a 
study of "Compensation and Pensions of Execu­ 
tives,” written for the National Industrial Con­ 
ference Hoard: 
"A generation or so ag:> the successful manager 
was very handsomely rewarded. He often acquired 
a considerable equity in the company, and usually 
shared In Its profits. Today, he Is often just a very 
important employe, with little or no financial stake 
in the company. So there is much greater emphasis 
on the salary of an executive than In the past, 
especially since the payment of bonuses has been 
closely circumscribed. Perhaps more important to 


THE NAZIS STILL WRITE 
The Nazis are not finished. They are try 
ing to vindicate themselves in a flood o: 
books, pouring out of Germany and Aus­ 
tria, attempting to prove that the aggres­ 
sion of Hitler’s day was not really due to 
Hitler, -but to the wickedness of France and 
Great Britain. 
A German book published in Switzerland 
by Walter Hagen, a member of the German 
Foreign Intelligence Service under the Nazis, 
may be judged by its attempt to vindicate 
Konrad Henlein, the Hitler agent who stirred 
up the Sudetenland Germans against Czecho­ 
slovakia. All the evidence proves that Hen­ 
lein was a Nazi agent as* far back as 1931, 
and that while he was pretending to be a dis­ 
interested leader of the Sudetenlanders he 
was in Nazi pay. 
v 
The chief interest of the book is its intro­ 
duction to a new viilian, worthy to rank in 
Iniquity with Hitler, Goering, Goebbels and 
Hlmmler. This was Heydrich, the Nazi 
gauleiter of Czechoslovakia. One of his 
achievements was his forging, in 1937, of 
documents accusing the Russian marshal 
Tukhachevski of treason. These, sent to 
Stalin, caused Tukhachevski’s execution, and 
the general overhauling of the Russian army. 
Eventually this proved calamitous to the 
Germans, but the confusion that followed 
Tukhachevski’s death may be one reason for 
the great Nazi victories when first they in­ 
vaded Russia. 
Such books serve one useful purpose. They 
keep fresh in our memory the fact tl$ at 
Nar.ism was as evil a system communism, 
and an enemy of all the world. In the present 
alarm over communism, the wickedness of 
the Nazis and their ideas should not be 
forgotten.

SPEAKING AND HEARING 
Many able, intelligent individuals are con­ 
tinually underrated because of speech de­ 
fects which hinder their self-expression. 
Help for these people is in the offing, accord­ 
ing to speech experimenters at the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. 
A mechanical device which regulates the 
~e between hearing and speaking can 
illy cause stuttering In a normal indi­ 
vidual, because of the emotional stress 
involved. Both psychologists and speech ex­ 
perts are studying the results of tests made 
with this machine. These studies may lead 
' * better understanding of the interaction 
'otlonal stresses and speech defects, and 
by which these troubles may be 
.uccd. 
The connection between the emotions and 
stuttering has long been recognized, but not 


the average high executive are the impact of fed­ 
eral personal income taxes and the decline In the 
value of the dollar. To illustrate, a $ 50,000 salary 
in 1940 was reduced by the income tax to $ 36,259 
for a man with two children. In 1950, this salary, 
after taxes, amounted to only $ 20,492 in 1940 dol­ 
lars. 
"As the executive moves up he accepts ever- 
heavier responsibilities. As his salary goes up he 
finds that he is working three days a week for 
Uncle Sam instead of two, with only a negative 
advance in his own ‘take home.* In assuming the 
heavier responsibilities he can hardly be interested 
in the financial reward, but rather in tHe added 
prestige and in the challenge of a bigger job.” 
In 1951, that salary will be cut to even less. 
The man who does not earn $ 50,000 naturally does 
not feel very sorry for the man who does. But he 
also does not have the other man’s preparations 
and qualifications and headaches, nor the other 
man’s social responsibilities. 
The question for the executive is whether It 
is worth his while to assume so much for so little 
compensation. 
Some men like honors and dignities and find 
compensation enough in that. Some men have a 
sense of public service and find compensation in 
thp opportunity to perform it. But the money 
compensation—the opportunity to accumulate, to 
save, to invest, to leave an tstate for children and 
grandchildren—that is gone in this country except 
for a favored few. 
The favored few need to be described: 
1. Racketeers: Their opportunities are plentiful. 
They earn their money by high adventure, risking 
liberty and life. Most of them do not report their 
earnings to the treasury, but make heavy contribu­ 
tions to campaign funds of politicians and depend 
upon fixes to keep them out of jail; 
2. Black and grey marketeers: This is an amaz 
lng crew of businessmen who deal in scarce com­ 
modities. We shall soon see them in the automobile 
business again. As long as the automobile compan­ 
ies fail to print In their advertisements the retail 
prices of cars—even the F.O.B. Detroit price— 
they aid and abet these pirates, many of whom de­ 
mand cash bonuses for their wares. These bonuses, 
under-the-counter or over-the-counter, are not re­ 
ported for tax purposes. The man who does this is, 
of course, a thief but does not suffer social oppro­ 
brium: 
3. Professional men and others who receive cash 
payments and report what they like; 
4. Labor leaders who do not have to account 
for the use they make of what should be public 
funds; 
5. Thieving politicians who accept bribes for 
permitting violati^s of the law;

T IIE H A R D O F H E A R IN G 
There is no other one subject on which I write 
that seems to interest so many readers as loss of 
hearing. It is unfortunately true that many physi­ 
cians, because they do not wish to arouse hope In 
what they honestly believe are hopeless cases, fall 
to keep up with all that Is now being done to help 
those with loss of hearing. 
In the Illinois Medical J ournal some months ago, 
Drs, Francis L, Lederer, Richard E. Marcus and 
Arnold A, Grossman, Chicago, staled: "Hecnuse of 
widespread publicity, most of which is true or 
authentic, many hard-of-hearing and deafened pa­ 
tients are looking to their phyniciun for relief of 
their symptoms, The physician, in many instances, 
is not aware of the significant advances in the 
treatment of hearing loss and therefore stifles the 
feeling of hope in the patients by saying that 
nothing can be dene.’ ” 
All physicians should know that much can be 
done for the hard-of-hearing patient. In some in­ 
stances. hearing can be improved by medical or 
surgical means. 
Once it is known that neither medicine nor 
surgery can help, it would seem that no further 
treatment could be of help. But these physicians 
state that there is now available a rehabilitation 
program in which various specialists work to­ 
gether to repair or make up for the hearing loss of 
the individual, after they have learned the entire 
history of the patient’s case. 
The various spcialists who combine their efforts 
include ear specialists, specialists in acoustics 
(sounds), specialists in speech defects, and educa­ 
tion of the deaf, specialists in psychiatry, and spe­ 
cialists in electronics. 
This pooling of efforts to help the hard-of-hear- 
ing is an out-growth of wartime experience with 
large numbers of servicemen whose hearing was 
damaged. The specialists work on the basis that 
hearing loss is an emotional and social problem 
and tjiey provide the means to rcstoro the patient 
to personal and social balance. 
The rehabilitation centers are at present In 
operation in numerous university medical schools, 
the Veterans Administration Hospitals, and in some 
large cities.

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FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT 
Various reports from Washington have 
indicated a large and rapid increase in 
civilian employment. The new agencies to 
deal with industrial mobilization, economic 
controls and such are being set up, and the 
Defense Department is expanding. All of 
this calls for pay roll additions. 
At the same time other government opera­ 
tions, not directly essential to the defense 
effort or to internal strength and stability, 
ought to be going through a process of reduc­ 
tion. The President has said that this should 
be done. Leaders in Congress have said so. 
Public opinion call for it. Under the strange 
ways of government, this unanimity of 
opinion does not mean that the thing is being 
done, nor necessarily that it will be done. 
Thus far little visible effort has been made 
to reduce the non-military expense of gov­ 
ernment. • 
A start, one very much to the polntjfcould 
be made by giving the jobs of new and ex­ 
panding government activities to present 
non-military employes instead of adding new 
ones. Admittedly it would not be practical 
to try to do this entirely, but it should be 
practical to do it substantially. This would 
help to hold down the government budget. 
It would reduce the government drain on 
available manpower. It would help to assure 
the people that the government really means 
its call for a concentration of effort on the 
task of defense preparation. 


THE NAZIS STILL WRITE 
The Nazis are not finished. They are try­ 
ing to vindicate themselves in a flood of 
books, pouring out of Germany and Aus­ 
tria, attempting to prove that the aggres­ 
sion of Hitler’s day was not really due to 
Hitler, but to the wickedness of France and 
Great Britain. 
A German book published in Switzerland 
by Walter Hagen, a member of the German 
Foreign Intelligence Service under the Nazis, 
may be judged by its attempt to vindicate 
Konrad Henlein, the Hitler agent who stirred 
up the Sudotenlnnd Germans against Czecho­ 
slovakia. All the evidence proves that Hen­ 
lein was a Nazi agent as far back as 1931, 
and that while he was pretending to Im* a dis­ 
interested leader of the Sudetenianders he 
was In Nazi pay. 
The chief interest of the book is Its Intro­ 
duction to a new villian, worthy to rank in 
iniquity with Hitler. Goering, Goebbels and 
Himmler. This was Heydrich, the Nazi 
gauleiter of Czechoslovakia. One of his 
achievements was his forging, in 1937, of 
documents accusing the Russian marshal 
Tukhachevski of treason. These, sent to 
Stalin, caused Tukhachevski’s execution, and 
the general overhauling of the Russian army. 
Eventually this proved calamitous to the 
Germans, but the confusion that followed 
Tukhachevski’s death may be one reason for 
the great Nazi victories when first they in­ 
vaded Russia. 
Such books serve one useful purpose. They 
keep fresh in our memory the fact tfcat 
Nazism was as evil a system communism, 
and an enemy of all the world. In the present 
alarm over communism, the wickedness of 
the Nazis and their ideas should not be 
forgotten. 


SPEAKING AND HEARING 
Many able, intelligent individuals are con­ 
tinually underrated because of speech de­ 
feats which hinder their self-expression. 
Help for these people is in the offing, accord­ 
ing to speech experimenters at the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. 
A mechanical device which regulates the 
e between hearing and speaking can 
•illy cause stuttering In a normal Indi­ 
vidual, because of the emotional stress 
involved. Both psychologists and speech ex­ 
perts an' studying the results of tests made 
with this machine. These studies may lead 
* better understanding of the interaction

THE TREND TOWARD SOCIALISM 
I was recently shocked to discover a lad who 
believed in a restoration of what he called “laissez- 
faire capitalism.” The term meant nothing to me, 
as such a form of capitalism has never existed and 
was. at most, a figment of the imagination. The 
means for earning money have in some measure 
always been controlled, to a greater or lesser de­ 
gree. and the right of investment and exjrenditur# 
has been limited either by social pressure or gov­ 
ernment or religious interdicts. Taxes have always 
been a limiting factor. 
However, the very use of the term after three 
wars in one generation strikes me as being akin 
to those theologian* who are at ill fighting the 17th 
century religious wars. Some things simply do not 
belong to the times. As a mater of fact, when w# 
actually reach Mr. Truman** budget of $90,000,000,. 
OOO. we shall be reduced to an Increasing socialism. 
I could not help noting In (his connection tun 
interesting paragraphs, by Paul W. Dick*rn, in a 
■Didy of *'Com|»enaatlon and Penaiona of Execu- 
fives,” written for the National Industrial Con­ 
ference Hoard: 
“A generation or so 
the successful manager 
was very handsomely rewarded. He often acquired 
a considerable equity in the company, and usually 
•hared In Its profits. Today, he la often Just a very 
important employe, with little or no financial stake 
In the company. So there is much greater emphasis 
on the salary of an executive than In the paar, 
especially since the payment of bonuses has been 
closely circumscribed. Perhaps more important to 
the average high executive are the impact of fed­ 
eral personal income taxes and the decline In the 
value of the dollar. To illustrate, a $50,000 salary 
in 1940 was reduced by the income tax to $36,259 
for a man with two children. In 1950, this salary, 
after taxes, amounted to only $20,492 In 1940 dol­ 
lars. 
“As the executive moves up he accepts ever- 
hcavier responsibilities. As his salary goes up he 
finds that he is working three days a week for 
Uncle Sam instead of two. with only a negative 
advance in his own ‘take home.’ In assuming the 
heavier responsibilities he can hardly be interested 
in the financial reward, but rather in tile added 
prestige and in the challenge of a bigger Job.” 
In 1951, that salary will be cut to even less. 
The man who does not earn $50,000 naturally does 
not feel very sorry for the man who does. But he 
also does not have the other man's preparations 
and qualifications and headaches, nor the other 
man's social responsibilities. 
The question for the executive is whether It 
is worth his while to assume so much for so little 
compensation. 
Some men like honors and dignities and find 
compensation enough in that. Some men have a 
sense o f public service and find compensation in 
tho opportunity to perform it. But the money 
com pensation-the opportunity to accumulate, to 
save, to Invest, to leave an estate for children and 
grandchildren— that Is gone in this country except 
for a favored few. 
The favored few need to be described: 
1. Racketeers: Their opportunities are plentiful. 
They earn their nwney by high adventure, risking 
liberty and life. Most of them do not report their 
earnings to the treasury, hut make heavy contribu­ 
tions to campaign funds of politician* and depend 
upon fixes to keep them out of Jail: 
2. Black and grey marketeers: This is an amaz­ 
ing crew of businessmen who deal in scarce com­ 
modities. We shall soon see them in the automobile 
business again. As long as the automobile compan­ 
ies fail to print in their advertisements the retail 
prices of ca rs-ev en the F.O.B. Detroit price— 
they ald and abet these pirates, many of whom de­ 
mand cash bonuses for their wares. These bonuses, 
under-the-counter or over-the-counter, are not re­ 
ported for tax purposes. The man who does this is, 
of course, a thief but does not suffer social oppro­ 
brium; 
3. Professional men and others who receive cash 
payments and report what they like; 
4. Labor leaders who do not have to account 
for the use they make of what should be public 
funds; 
5. Thieving politicians who accept bribes for 
permitting violati9 ns of the law; 
6. Those who still possess inherited wealth. 
Those who fit these categories only suffer the 
consequences of depreciated currency, which they 
often manage to hedge against the rest of us are 
being socialized by taxation.

TMK MAKI) OF HEARING 
There Is no other one subject on which I write 
that seems to interest so many readers in* loss of 
hearing, ll is unfortunately true that many physi­ 
cians, because they do not wish to arouse hope in 
what they honestly believe are ho|>clesH rases, fail 
to keep up with all that Is now being done to help 
those with loss of hearing. 
In the Illinois Medical Journal some months ago, 
Prs. Francis L. I^ederrr, Richard E. Marcus and 
Arnold A, Grossman, Chicago, staled: “Hrenuae of 
widespread publicity, most of which Is tine or 
authentic, many hard-of-henrlng and deafened jmi- 
tients are looking to their physician for relief of 
their symptoms. The physician. Im many instances, 
is not aware of the significant advances in the 
treatment of hearing loss and therefore stifles the 
feeling of hope in the patients by saying that 
‘nothing can he dc ne.’ ” 
All physicians should know that much can be 
done for the hard-of-hearing patient. In some in­ 
stances. hearing can be improved by medical or 
surgical means. 
Once it is known that neither medicine nor 
surgery can help, it would seem that no further 
treatment could Iv of help. But these physicians 
state that there is now available a rehabilitation 
program in which various specialists work to­ 
gether to repair or make up for the hearing loss of 
the individual, after they have learned the entire 
history of the patient's case. 
The various spcialists who combine their efforts 
include ear 
specialists, 
specialists 
in acoustics 
(sounds), specialists in speech defects, and educa­ 
tion of the deaf, specialists in psychiatry, and spe­ 
cialists in electronics. 
This pooling of efforts to help the hard-of-hear- 
ing is an out-growth of wartime experience with 
large numbers of servicemen whose hearing was 
damaged. The specialists work on the basil that 
hearing loss is an emotional and social problem 
and th«%y provide the means to restore the patient 
to personal and social balance. 
The rehabilitation centers are at present in 
operation in numerous university medical schools, 
the Veterans Administration Hospitals, and in some 
large cities.

This alien registratio n is under 
the Natio nality Act o f 19 5 0 and 
requires that all aliens fill o ut o ne 
o f the fo rms which indicates their 
present address, date o f arriv al in 
this co untry , where they came 
fro m, the date o f their birth and 
also their registratio n number 
which was giv en o n their card 
when they registered under the 
pro v isio ns o f the 19 40 act. 
Primarily this regiitratlo n is 
fo r the purpo se o f ascertaining the 
present address o f the alien.

Those of you who are itemiz­

3 of the return can charge off, 
in the schedule shown ab ove, any 
net loss you suffered during 19 50, 
from the destruction of your prop­ 
erty in a fire, storm, floo.d, hurri­ 
cane, or other similar casualty. 
You can deduct damages to your 


car even if caused b y faulty driv- 
inb b ut not if you were wilfully 
negligent in allowing the accident 
to occur. Losses from {heft are 
also deductib le. 
The 
Bureau 
instructions 
on 
computing the amount of the loss 
are as follows: 
1. Determine the fair m arket 
value of the property just b efore 
the loss, and 
2. Sub tract b oth the salvage 
value after the Iqss and any In­ 


surance of damage awards you re­ 
ceive. 
The fair m arket value of the 
property b efore and after the loss 
may 
b e difficult 
to determine. 
Such things as repair b ills, insur­ 
ance adjustor’s estimates, and po­ 
lice or fire departm ent records 
may b e good evidence of the 
am ount of your loss. It is wise to 
include with any such deduction 
a statem ent ex plaining how the 
loss occurred and how you com­ 
puted the amount of the loss.

W ithin certain limits you can 
deduct what the law considers 
unusual medical and dental ex ­ 
penses, provided you choose to 
itemize 
your 
deductions. 
Only 
those ex penses in ex cess of 5 per 
cent of your adjusted gross income 
(Item 4, page I) are deductib le. 
Medical 
and dental 
ex penses 
include any such amount you paid 
in 19 50 on yourself, your wife, 
v< 
return, and even your child to 
all dependents claimed on your 
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whose support you contrib uted 
more than half, even though that 
child is not a legal dependent b e­ 
cause he earned more than $500 
during 19 50. 
Get together receipted b ills and 
check stub s, and make notes of 
what you rememb er paying in 
cash. On the worksheet with this 
article show what you spent for 
each item Add them up. 
The “insurance received” to b e 
sub tracted includes w hat you re­ 
ceived from private policies, from 
workmen’s 
compensation, 
from 
your employer either under con­ 
tract or of his own good will (b ut 
not wages continued during ill­ 
ness which already show as in­ 
come); or from any other person 
who contrib uted voluntarily or b y 
court order b ecause of 
his 
re­ 
sponsib ility. 
Now take 5 per cent of Item 4 
on page 1 of the return. If your 
net medical ex penses shown In 
this b lank were more than ft per 
cent of Item 4 you can deduct 
the differences. If not, you have 
no deduction. 
If you have a deduction, list 
your ex penditures in the Medical 
and Dental Ex penses schedule of 
the return if it has room, or use 
a plain sheet of paper and attach 
it to the return. In either case, on 
the schedule’s line for “Net Ex ­ 
penses,” show the net amount 
computed on the b lank. 
On the nex t printed line show 
5 per cent of Item 4. Sub tract that 
from your net ex penses.

The miscellaneous schedule is 
the catch-all for deductions not 
taken elsewhere. Typical ex am­ 
ples of items that can b e deducted 
here arc: 
1. Ex penses of earning your sal­ 
ary or wage. Any ordinary and 
necessary ex penses which you in­ 
cur for your. employer’s b enefit 
are deductib le. This includes dues, 
initiation fees, and assessments to 
lab or 
unions 
and 
professional 
societies; entertainm ent of cus­ 
tomers to promote specific deals, 
and not just for general good will; 
uniforms, work clothes, and cos­ 
tumes required in your work that 
do not replace your own ordinary 
clothing; safety equipment, tools 
and supplies necessary and cus­ 
tom ary in your work. It also in­ 
cludes ex penses of travel for your 


employer when you did not stay 
away overnight. These were de­ 
scrib ed more fully in the fourth 
article. DO NOT deduct on page 3 
any travel ex penses when you re­ 
mained away overnight or any 
ex penses 
for 
which 
you 
were 
reimb ursed 
b y 
your 
employer. 
These should b e deducted in Item 
2, page 1 of the return. 
2. Alimony, paid regularly b ut 
not necessarily at fix ed intervals, 
under court order—include sep­ 
arate maintenance (b ut not lump 
sum settlem ents, nor payments 
made without court order). 
3. Your share of mortgage in­ 
terest and real estate tax es on a 
cooperative apartm ent. 
4. Fees paid to lawyer or ac­ 
countant for help in preparing 
your 19 49 tax return.

If Sir Alfred Hitchcock, Britain's distinguished producer of 
whodunits, ever needs material for a sequel to “The Clock", he h as, 
merely to visit the municipal auditorium during a Kingston High 
School DUSO basketball game. 
He would find Jim Tobin, veteran watchdog of the electric buz­ 
zer, a most unhappy anfl harassed man who risks his reputation and 
physical health for a few paltry bucks a game. Tobin has fortunate­ 
ly escaped being murdered in the last two home outings for the 
M aroon but it is a matter of painful memory to him that he has I 
been tongue-lashed into eternity at least a thousand times. 


• A Clock with a Hop: 
Tobin'* “clock” acquired aa Ill-deserved reputation during 
that memorable brawl against Sam Kalloch’s Belligerent Blues of 
Poughkeepsie High. 
You remember that “8-second overtime” In­ 
cident. 
It was sheer poetic justice that the corpulent Kalloch 
should find himself embroiled In a rhubarb on the occasion of his 
return to the DUSO family after an absence of two decades. He 
has made a career of such “Incidents.” 
That Tobin erred in permitting the clock to run beyond the allotted 
three minutes in the second overtime period of th at classic battle, is 
not denied by this corner. 
The clock strayed a few seconds and fhe 
delinquency accentuated the indignities the flred-up Maroons had 
heaped on Kalloch's highly favored basketeers. 
And it was a most 
unfortunate incident that a Poughkeepsie player was fouled during 
those fatal eight seconds. 
Tobin's was an honest error, but the officials took one glance at 
the electric scoreboard and promptly ended hostilities. 
It was a bit­ 
ter pill for Kalloch to swallow—that one point loss—but when he 
tried to justify his violent .squawks after the contest, he was tread­ 
ing on a phony premise, 
lf Sam had been shortchanged eight seconds 
that would have been a different story. But it was obvious to every­ 
body in the house—and it must have been to Sam, too—th at the ball 
game had officially term inated long before his placer was fouled. 
Donning the mantle of persecution, Kalloch ranted and raved 
through the auditorium. 
He wound up threatening to toss Tommy 
McNelis. our assistant, out of the dressing room. This was a personal 
effrontery to a young man who has been friendly with Kalloch 
through the years. 
The young Ram was merely trying to find out if 
Sam planned an official protest. 
That was the incident that earned for Tobin’s clock the Ill-starred 
reputation. 
______________a— 
• Of Rhubarbs and Seorakaapars: 
Along came Newburgh Free Academy last Friday night and 
more of the clock, along with other assorted trivia designed to 
keep spectators puzzled and working officials In a dither. 
The visiting scorers are recognised na official according to 
DUSO League rules. The Goldhaek scorer happened to he a high­ 
ly emotional young man, who lacked absolutely the maturity and 
detachment required to do a first class job of scorekeeping while 
the hitherto unconquered Goldbacks were being pushed around 
by the Maroons in the second and third quarters, the young man 
suffered mental torture that precluded any possibility of his fol­ 
lowing the contest with a clear, open mind. 
We’ll show’ you what wej mean. 
The first rhubarb of the game 
occurred when he (the Newburgh-official scorer) failed to call for 
the buzzer to identify the culprit on a foul call. 
He perm itted play 
to resume and continue for more than a minute before he called the 
referees to the press table to make inquiry.

Citing the 33,000 average cases 
of polio during the last three y ear 
period and issuing a solemn warn­ 
ing that there is no indication of 
any letup in the disease rate for 
19 51, Ernest M. T ro st, Albany , 
state representative of the Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paraly sis, called for all-out sup­ 
port of this y ear’s March of Dimes 
program in Ulster county during 
the annual pre-campaign dinner 
Monday night at Judie’s. 
Frost’s inspiring talk was given 
before about 45 county chap­ 
ter chairmen and workers prior to 
the annual drive which begins next 
Monday , January 15, and con­ 
cludes with the annual President’s 
Ball Tuesday night, January 30, at 
the Bam. 
Co unty Quo ta $24 ,000 
Ulster county ’s q uota for 1951 
is $24,000, Mrs. William E. Powers, 
county chairman, disclosed last 
night. The national q tiota is $50,- 
000,000. 
Stressing the point that the Na­ 
tional Foundation is already $5,- 
000,000 in debt before the new 
fund drive opens, Frost urged all 
workers to surpass their previous 
work in making this “the great­ 
est campaign on record.” 
“We 
can’t rest on past laurels,” he said. 
“We’re at the crossroads of the 
National Foundation and if this 
organization’s work is to continue 
for polio victims, the 1951 q uota 
must be reached and possibly sur­ 
passed.” 
Frost listed the three-point pro­ 
gram of the National Foundation 
as the following: 
He said the program is dedicat­ 
ed to take care of patients, con­ 
tinue the never-ending research 
and continuing experiments to de­ 
velop vaccine which will some day 
strike out all forms of polio. 
Po lio 12-Mo nth Fight 
He also gave three vital discov­ 
eries in line with the program 
say ing findings have been reached 
enabling officials to isolate and 
identify the polio virus, by grow­ 
ing polio virus in test tubes and 
the development of a vaccine 
which is now being used on mon­ 
key s. 
He said the next step, a 
difficult one, would have the vac­ 
cine work on human beings. 
The state speaker, warning that 
polio must now be considered a 
12-month jfeht, said he or other 
authorities were unable to com­ 
prehend how long these annual 
campaigns will toe necessary . 
However, he added, “I’m confi­ 
dent that when historians write 
about the 20th Century they will 
note that polio was conq uered dur­ 
ing that particular century .” 
Frost presented polio figures to 
support his req uest that 19 51 top 
all other previous campaigns. 
He said there were 28 ,000 cases 
in 1948 , 42,334 in 1949 and after a 
slow mid-y ear start in 1950 a total 
of 33,000 cases were reported. He 
added in September of 19 50 alone 
there were 1,000 cases in New 
York state. 
Hits All Ages 
Concluding his talk, Frost said 
polio, according to the record, has 


hit all ages. He said the y oungest 
case on record was a three-months 
old child and the oldest a 79 -y ear- 
old person. 
“And don’t beNeve that polio 
does not strike twice,” he said. 
Explaining this, Frost stated a 
12-y ear-old boy in 1949 lost the 
use of both arms and in 1950 same 
y oungster lost the use of both 
legs. 
Jones Is Director 
Addison Jones, campaign di­ 
rector for the county and Mrs. 
Powers, in addition to various 
other speakers,, stressed the vital 
importance of ‘teamwork in this 
y ear’s campaign. 
Mrs. Powers, who Opened the 
meeting, said the local treasury 
was depleted due to 1950 polio 
cases and the subseq uent costs for 
care and eq uipment. She said 
more money is needed now than 
ever before because “expense for 
the care of polio patients goes on 
even after the acute stage.” 
It also was brought out at the 
meeting that Ulster county was 
the first in the state to report a 
polio victim for 1951. 
This case 
was reported at 6 p. m. on Janu­ 
ary 1 at a local hospital.

Citing the 33.000 average cases 
of polio during the last three year 


I period and issuing a solemn warn­ 
ing that there is no indication of 
any letup in the disease rate for 
1951, Ernest M. Frost, Albany, 
state representative of the Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, called for all-out sup­ 
port of this year’s March of Dimes 
program in Ulster county during 
the annual pre-campaign dinner 
Monday night at Judie’s. 
Frost’s inspiring talk was given 
before about 45 county chap­ 
ter chairmen and workers prior to 
the annual drive which begins next 
Monday, January 15, and con­ 
cludes with the annual President’s 
Ball Tuesday night, January 30, at 
the Bam. 
County Quota $24,000 
Ulster county’s quota for 1951 
is $24,000, Mrs. William E. Powers, 
county chairman, disclosed last 
night. The national quota is $50,- 
000,000. 
Stressing the point that the Na­ 
tional Foundation is already $5,- 
000,000 in debt before the new 
fund drive opens, Frost urged all 
workers to surpass their previous 
work in making this “the great­ 
est campaign on record.’’ 
“We 
can’t rest on past laurels,” he said. 
“We’re at the crossroads of the 
National Foundation and if this 
organization’s work is to continue 
for polio victims, the 1951 quota 
must be reached and possibly sur­ 
passed.” 
Frost listed the three-point pro­ 
gram of the National Foundation 
as the following: 
He said the program is dedicat­ 
ed to take care of patients, con­ 
tinue the never-ending research 
and continuing experiments to de­ 
velop vaccine which will some day 
strike out all forms of polio. 
Polio 12-Month Fight 
He also gave three vital discov­ 
eries in line with the program 
saying findings have been reached 
enabling officials to isolate and 
identify the polio virus, by grow­ 
ing polio virus in test tubes and 
the development of a vaccine 
which is now being used on mon­ 
keys. 
He said the next step, a 
difficult one, would have the vac­ 
cine work on human beings. 
The state speaker, warning that 
polio must now he considered a 
12-month light, said he or other 
authorities were unable to com­ 
prehend how long these annual 
campaigns will be necessary. 
However, he added, “I’m confi­ 
dent that when historians write 
about the 20th Century they will 
note that polio was conquered dur­ 
ing that particular century.” 
Frost presented polio figures to 
support his request that 1951 top 
all other previous campaigns. 
He said there were 28,000 cases 
in 1948, 42,334 in 1949 and after a 
slow mid-year start in 1950 a total 
of 33,000 cases were reported. He 
added in September of 1950 alone 
there were 1,000 cases in New 
York state. 
Hits AU Ages 
Concluding his talk, Frost said 
polio, according to the record, has 


hit all ages. He said the youngest 
case on record was a three-months 
old child and the oldest a 79-year- 
old person. 
“And don’t behove that polio 
does not strike twice.” he said. 
Explaining this, Frost stated a 
12-ycar-old boy in 1949 lost the 
use of both arms and in 1950 same 
youngster lost the use of both 
legs. 
Jones In Director 
Addison Jones, campaign di­ 
rector for the county and Mrs. 
Powers, in addition to various 
other speakers^ stressed the vital 
importance of teamwork in this 
year’s campaign. 
Mrs. Powers, who Opened the 
meeting, said the local treasury 
was depleted due to 1950 polio 
cases and the subsequent costs for 
care and 
equipment. 
She said 
more money is needed now than 
ever before because “expense for 
the care of polio patients goes on 
even after the acute stage.” 
It also was brought out at the 
meeting that Ulster county was 
the first in the state to report a 
polio victim for 1951. 
This case 
was reported at 6 p. rn. on Janu­ 
ary I at a local hospital.
